The strike vote completed August 1, 
as announced as showing a constltu- 


lional majority against the wage re- 
ductions which went Into effect July 
l. This was the flrat official confirma- 
tion of ihe result, which has been 
rumored for some time. 


Condemnation of the operations of 


the labor board and of its decisions 
w as voiced by alt speakers at the 
meeting, Mr. Jewell chaiged that the 
railroads were attempting to use the 
board to take an unfair advantage of 
the fndustri-1 situation. The board's 
method of drafting rules to supplant 
the national agreements, a war-time 
measure, under which the employes 
work at present, was asserted to be 
impiactical because only seven of the 
1S6 rules have been substituted. 


Mr. Jewell said he would demand 


of the board that "for once. It meet a 
situation in a practical way," and an- 
nounce the remaining rules simul- 
taneously instead of piece-meal. 


"When the board announces the 


substitute rules, our committee will 
take a. ballot," Mr. Jewell said, "If 
the rules are not satisfactory and the 
ballot says so. we will take the result 
to the rtllrcads. It they refuse to 
grant our reasonable demands, they 
will have to stand responsible and 
answer to the American people,"

Washington.— Tli« hot 
jn-ave that 


this country experienced Uiis summer 
has bpen of unprecedented duration, 
according to weather experts at the 
cenirnl office of the Dotted Stiiteit 
weatber bureau. ber». 
There have 


been short Jurat ions of a month or 
less wlien the temperatures were high- 
er than during the recent hot weather, 
but never before, the weather men be- 
lieve, certainly not 'in the last flfty or 
sixty jears whose temperature records 
have been dug Into, have abnormal 
temperatures been so everlastingly on 
the Jo&. 


Even lost winter, which \ve remem- 


ber as an extremely mild one, \vas tile 
beginning of the extended lient wave. 
In the eastern and central states, wist 
of the Rockies, for the last 11 months, 
except! nt 
only 
November, 
temper- 


atures Iinve been consistently higher 
than the average temperature ovor n 
long stretch of years, wLIch Is takeu 
as standard. 


The people of Boston have been liv- 


ing In Philadelphia during the first 
sis months ot this year, so for as tem- 
perature is concerned, Alfred J, Hen- 
ry, meteorologist at tlie weather bu- 
reau has found. The average temper- 
ature of Boston hus been abnormally 
high, and from January to June lias 
equaled that usually experienced in 
Philadelphia. " 


Q*t» Virginia W«rth«r. 


New York, America's center of com- 


merce. has been therniometrleally lo- 
cated for the stzse period in Washing- 
ton, the governmental center of the 
country, while Washington has been 
shifted southward and located on tlte 
boundary of Virginia and North Car- 
olina.

analysis of reports show. July was 
the hottest month that that city has 
iad for 51 years. Its average tem- 
perature for the month was 2.8 de- 
frees warmer than aay other month, 
while it was 8.8 degrees higher than 
normal. 
That city has been 10 con- 


tinually hot that the average temper- 
ature for July is higher than the av- 
erage normal highest 
temperature. 


lle the average minimum tempera- 


ture for the month Is 2.1 degrees hl(*h- 
er tlitin the normal monthly mean. 
Twelve July days of above 00 degrees 
weatber broke all previous recotds, 
and 54 days when the temperature 
was continually above normal were 
other record breakers. The accumu- 
lated excess temperature at Chicago 
from the first of the year to the end 
of July has been the larpe total of 
1,753 degrees. .This meuns tliat since 
January 1, the average dnily exross 
in temperature has been 8.3 degrees. 


The southwestern pnrts of the coun- 


try and most of the PnciBc coast have 
been fortunate enough to miss most 
of the present hot weatlier. "During 
the past months, there have been defi- 
ciencies In temperature In those re- 
glous rather than eicei^es. 


Europe Also Hit. 


Western Europe has also experi- 


enced simitar continued hot weather, 
according to data Umt have reached 
here, ana It has been accompanied by 
laclr of rala and la causing drought In 
England and France. How the rest 
of the wcrid Is affecled, weallicr Im- 
rcau officials do not know, us dntn 
from other sources have come in very 
slowly and ore menper. 


The theory that simspofs hare any- 


thing to do with the hot spell Is scout- 
ed by Prof, Charles F. Marvin, chief 
of the weather bureau. Some scien- 
tists in Europe and this country have 
declared that there Is evidently some 
connection, but 'Professor Marvin, af- 
ter examining the data that hnve been 
obtained on the Intensity of the radi- 
ation during the presence and nhsenfc 
of sun spots, has ro;nt to tho con- 
clusion that atmospheric temperatincs 
are nut perceptibly affected by spots 
on the sun. 


"We find that the ^tempera tu res nnd 


ralnfal! seem to vary with the pres- 
sures of the atmosphere, particularly 
In the so-called 'centers of action' 
which seem to he critical points lor 
atmospheric ehanpes," Professor Mar- 
vin state*. 
"These larpp air move- 


ments caused hy pressure changes 
seem to be real causes of tvmperamre 
changes 
and precipitation, Imt we 


i have yet to learn what causes them."

The iheep pens are also well 
filled, the black-faced predominating, 
and the poultry pens arc also filling 
up with fowls ot unusual variety and 
excellent quality.

loat\s., headed by C. E. Sykes of Aril- 
more, oil operator, and by Edward D. 
Crabb of Norman, representing the 
Otlulioraa University Museum of Nat- 
ural History, killed a total of 17 griz- 
zlies after it drive which Justed three 
tcootlis. 
Eleven other grlzzlles es- 


caped. The party are now after moose 
and cnribou. several specimens of 
which will be forwarded to the OLln- 
houin University museum nod to tao 
Brooklyn Museum of Natural History. 


The eiiizlies gave the hunters less 


trouble than did the hardships oil 
the Alaskan wilds, for the men en- 
countered 
severe 
snow, and 
halt 


storms for SO days. Good marksman- 
ship atone saved the lives of the hunt- 
ers on numerous occasions. 


Besides Sykes and Crabb, the party 


Included Robert Rockwell of Brook- 
lyn, 
representing the Brooklyn mu- 


seum ; Charles Hoffuaetster of Impe- 
rial, Neb., noted big game hunter; Dr. 
W. H. Chase of Se\var<3. Alaska, welt- 
known authority on Alaska, and sports- 
man ; Pete Larson of Unga, Alaska, 
chief guide, nlth several assistants. 


Long Trip to Hunting U round. 


On April 23, Sykes, accompanied by 


Crabb and "Hoffmelster, teft Seattle 
for Cordova on the S. S. Northwest- 
ern and arrived at their destina- 
tion April 30. At eight o'clock in 
the morning of May 1 the Itolfe II 
was boarded and soil TMS set for the 
hunting grounds. The trip from Cor- 
dova to Unga consumed a week, in- 
cluding a stop of two days at Se- 
ward and one at Uyak bay, Kodint 
island. At Unga the guides and 
packers were picked up and tlie jour- 
ney continued to Pavlov bay, the 
scene of the hunting. 


Oump was pitched on trte shore of 


the bay, opposite the tvrln volcanoes 
of Pa\ lov, one of 
TV liich ts active. 


This nas the main camp, and was 
continued from ilay 3 to June 5, the 
date of departure for home. 


"There wns not a day while we were 


on the 
hunting grounds," Doctor 


Chase writes, "during which we did 
not see caribou, wolverine and for, as 
well as a great -variety of bird life, 
Including 
ptarmagin. 
swan, 
geese, 


ducks and many other shore birds. 
During the days aboard the boat many 
porpoises, thrashers, black fish, seal, 
sea lion and other denizens of the 
deep were sighted, and when we had 
come to anchor fishing uos always In- 
dulged Jn with great success." 


The first encounter tilth grizzlies 


had plenty o£ thrills. 
After the men 


had left the Itolfe and had spent 
several dnys searching for "sigus," 
four full-grown bears came upon them 
with such a suddenness that men nnd 
bears stood watching each 
other 


a few moments in astonishment. The 
grizzlies made the flrat move, Tliresi 
of thorn crouched to tlie earth and 
crept toward the: hunters, only 50 
jards away. The fourth remained be- 
hind. 
There wasn't even a tree to 


climb. When the three bears got with- 
in three yards Eykes fired three 
times 
ID rapid succession and 
the 


three leaders fell dead. 
Immediately 


the fourth bear charged vuth preat 
roars, 
A bullet halted him just us he 


reached the side ot the other bears, 
and he fell dead across their bodies. 


Long and Arduous Trampe. 


These four were the largest found 


during the entire hunt. 
The hide oC 


"old Mose." fis the biggest grimly 
was named by the men, measured 12 
feet in length, Tlie fur of these an!- 
tnnls showed no blemishes of any kind. 


Jn further skirmishes with the ani- 


mals not one of the party was in- 
jured, although the bears did not fall 
to the rifle as easily as 'dfJ the first 
four. 


To track Ihe animals long iramps 


through deep M\OV/S were necptsaij, 
and frequently the men slid do\ui 
mountain sides. 
The cold, at times, 


was Intense, despite the fact that it 
was summer; it wns close to the arc- 
tic circle. 
Tlie noirnale icere skinned 


by the helpers after each killing and 
thP hides dried out and loaded on the 
Bolfe for shipment home.
